Washington, March 26.—The oourt of 
inquiry appointed to investigate the 
cause of the Maine disaster has reported 
that the loss of the battleship was due 
to an outside explosion. 
The state department, by direction of 
the president, has cabled United States 
Minister Woodford at Madrid to notify 
fie Spanish government of this oonclu* 
•ion. 
The president and his cabinet ad­ 
visors held two extended sessions yes­ 
terday, at which the report was consid­ 
ered 5ti detail. 
Members of the cabinet 
stated after the meeting that the discus­ 
sion was of grave character and that 
never since the wrecking of the Maine 
has the situation teemed so criticaL 
The Spanish government has cabled 
officially to W ashington that the Span­ 
ish naval commission holds the disaster 
to the Maine to be of internal origin. 
The government of Spain, it can be 
stated positively, is not disposed to torn 


side, and that set off one of the smaller 
magazines. 
It was this result, express­ 
ed in detail aud with the precision of a 
court deeply conscious o f its responsi­ 
bility. together with the evidence on 
which it was based, that occupied the 
attention of the cabinet throughout its 
extended sessions. 
All ot lier "aud lesser subjects gave 
way to this foremost question. 
There 
was no change in the plan of making 
the report public and transmitting it to 
congress enrly.next week, accompanied 
by a brief message from the president.

Washington, March 26.—W hile inter­ 
est was centered at the white house, the 
navy and war departments were hurry­ 
ing forward their work of preparations. 
The advance of the Spanish torpedo 
flotilla continued to receive the closest 
attention of naval officials, and while so 
far as could be ascertained, no definite 
line of action was determined upon, the 
need of intercepting 
this fleet was 
urged by the highest naval authorities. 
From the standpoint of the Spanish 
government, this movement was not a 
menace, 
having 
been 
decided upon 
many weeks ago. 
On the contrary, the 
Spanish government holds that the ex­ 
tensive armament of the Dry Tortugas 
is a more direct hostile act against 
Spain than any movement of the flo­ 
tilla.

Mains Court's Report Ender Considera­

Washington, March 26.—The court of 
inquiry appointed to investigate the 
cause of the Maine disaster has reported 
that the loss of the battleship was due 
to an outside explosion. 
The state department, by direction of 
the president, has cabled United States 
Minister Woodford at Madrid to notify 
Fie Spanish government of this conclu­ 
sion. 
The president and Ins cabinet ad­ 
visors held two extended sessions yes­ 
terday, at which the report was consid­ 
ered 'n detail. 
Members of the cabinet 
stated after the meeting that the discus­ 
sion was of grave character and that 
never since the wrecking of the Maine 
has the situation seemed so critical. 
The Spanish government has cabled 
officially to Washington that the Span­ 
ish naval com mission holds the disaster 
to the Maine to be of internal origin. 
The government of Spain, it can be 
stated positively, is not disposed to turn 


the ouL 
side, and that set off one of the smaller 
magazines. 
It wan this result, express­ 
ed in detail and with the nrodsion of a 
court deeply conscious or its responsi­ 
bility, together with the evidence on 
which it was based, that occupied the 
attention of the cabinet throughout its 
extended sessions. 
All other and lesser subjects gave 
way to this foremost question.

was no change in tin* plan of making 
the report public and transmitting it to 
congress early next week, accompanied 
by a brief message from the president.

A passenger train 
w as traveling at a high rate of speed 
w hen the engine threw a piece of rail 
about three feet long out of the track. 
T his piece of rail w as throw n at least 
25 feet from the track. 
Strange as it 
seems, the tender, baggago car, coaches 
and sleepers w ent over this place whoro 
the rail was out aud gained the rail 
again w itbont one of the cars leaving 
the track except w hen the w heels w ent 
dow n on to the ties a t one end of the 
broken rail, only to m ount the rail 
again at tho other end of the track. 
A bout all tho inconvenience the pas­ 
sengers experienced was a slight shak­ 
in g .’’ 
A ssistant G eneral Passenger Agent 
R yan sa id : 
“ I rem em ber tw o instances when the 
lives of engineers and 
firemen were 
saved by a seeming intervention 
of 
Providence. 
A num ber of years ago a 
now trestle w as being put in, and false 
w orks had been erected to perm it of the 
tem porary passage of trains. The w ork­ 
m en had failed to put in some necessary 
bolts. 
The first train th a t came along 
w as a freight. 
As soon as the engine 
struck the false w ork it gave w ay, and 
dow n w ent the engine. 
The fall was 
one of 50 feet, and in falling tho engine 
m ade a complete revolution and alig h t­ 
ed on the ground upon its wheels rig h t 
side up, and the engineer and fireman 
both 
escaped 
injury, although they 
w ere probably pretty badly jarred by 
the fall. 
| 
“ The other case I know of is th a t of 
a train running a t a good speed w hen 
the engine ran into a large rock that 
had fallen on the track ju st at the 
m onth of a tunnel, 
The im pact caused 
the tender to bend up from the rear end 
and form a protecting hood over tho en­ 
gineer aud fireman in the locomotive 
cab, aud they w ere uninjured. Had this 
not occurred, they would either have 
been badly injure or had their lives 
crushed out. ” 
A nother passenger m an said yesterday: 
‘ ‘ W hen I was a sleeping car conductor 
on the old Bee line, about SO years ago, 
the train was lute, and we were going 
along at a pretty lively g ait 
W e were 
w ith in about five m iles of Indianapolis 
w heu the engine aud four cars jum ped 
th e track, aud we thought there would 
be a smash up, but before the train 
could bo stopped every wheel was again 
on the rails w itbont the least damage

There is no question th at well au­ 
thenticated eases are on record where 
disastrous wrecks of 
railroad trains 
have been averted by alm ost seeming 
miracles. 
Jam es E. W hite, general su­ 
perintendent of the railw ay m ail service 
at W ashington, relates the particulars 
of a rem arkable jum p of 28 feet made 
by a locomotive, 
As Mr. 
W hite tells 
the story, it was on the 1st of Septem ­ 
ber, 1898, when a New York and C hi­ 
cago m ail train on the New York Cen­ 
tral, w hich was behind tim e and ru n ­ 
ning at a very high rate of 
speed, 
reached New* H am burg, w here a 28 foot 
draw of a bridge was open, which open 
space it is claim ed the engine cleared 
and landed safely on the m ain portion 
of the bridge, the rest of the train go­ 
ing down through the opening. 
W hile 
the engine, it is said, m ade the h a p of 
28 feet in safety, the engineer aud fire­ 
men, not having tim e to jum p, ware 
both killed. John H, Cain, a postal 
clerk, wa* killed, and Al. E. Towuey, 
clerk in charge, wa# seriously injured, 
the other postal clerks escaping unhurt. 
W hile uono-of the local railroad men 
knows of any locomotives that are as 
good jum pers as W hite’s or that do the 
bounding jockey aet, some of 
them 
know of miraculous aud hairbreadth es­ 
capes. Carlton P arts of the old Ohio and 
Mississippi for m any years and more 
recently w ith the B. and O. S. W. tells 
th a t he aud Ed S w ift a num ber of years 
ago were riding on a train over tho 
O hio and Big Sandy road when an ac- J 
cideut was narrow ly averted. 
But let 
P aris tell the story: 
“ The road was about the roughest at 
th a t tim e I had ever ridden over. There 
w ere only a few passengers on tho train. 
S w ift aud I were in the forw ard coach 
talking to the conductor when the soli­ 
tary sleeping ear passenger came stag­ 
gering iii aud said; ‘Mr, Conductor, 
your road is so rough I can’t sleep in 
my berth. 
I have been piddled out.of 
m y berth tw ice in the last quarter of 
an hour. There m ust be som ething the 
m atter. * 
“ The conductor picked up his lantern 
and said, ‘Come on, and ITI go back 
w ith you aud see w h a t’s w rong.’ Sw ift 
and I sat wbcAe we were talking, and 
very soon we saw th at the belleord 
was being very violently pulled and the 
engineer was w histling for brakes. The 
train finally came to a standstill, aud 
Sw ift and I kept our seats and kept on 
talking. As, after five m inutes or more, 
there were no signs of the train going 
ahead, we concluded to go back and see 
w hat was the cause of the delay. 
“ The conductor and trainm en were 
grouped about the sleeper w ith their 
lanterns, and we soon found out that 
the sleeper had left the track aud had 
been running over the ties for how far 
we never knew. 
The night was pitch 
dark and it was raining very barth. 
It 
took the men at least three hours to get 
the sleeper on the rails again. 
The 
w heels w ere very near the end of the 
ties, and had the train gone IOO yards 
farth er the sleeper would have been off 
the ties aud over a high em bankm ent.*’ 
P rank M artin of the M issouri, K an­ 
sas and Texas sa id : 
“ I rem em ber of a disastrous wreck 
being alm ost m iraculously averted 011 
the M emphis and L ittle Rock 
road 
along about 1883. 
A passenger train 
w as traveling at a high rate of speed 
w hen the engine threw a piece of rail 
about three feet long out of the track, 
T his piece of rail was throw n at least 
25 feet from the track. 
Strange ig it 
seems, the tender, baggage car, coaches 
and sleepers w ent over this place w here 
the rail was out aud gained the rail 
again w ithout one of the ears leaving 
the track except w hen the w heels w ent 
down on to the ties a t one end of the 
broken rail, only to m ount tho rail 
again at tho other end of the track. 
About all tho inconvenience the pas­ 
sengers experienced was a slight shak­ 
ing. ” 
A ssistant G eneral Passenger Agent 
R yan sa id ; 
“ I rem em ber tw o instances w hen the 
lives of engineers and 
firemen were 
saved by a seeming intervention 
of 
Providence. 
A num ber of years ago a 
new trestle was being put in, and false 
w orks had been erected to perm it of the 
tem porary passage of trains. The w ork­ 
m en had failed to put in some necessary 
bolts. 
The first train th a t came along 
w as a freight. 
As soon as the engine 
struck the false w ork it gave w ay, aud 
down w ent tho engine. 
The fall was 
one of OO feet, and in falling the engine 
m ade a complete revolution and alig h t­ 
ed on the ground upon its w heels rig h t 
side up, aud the engineer and fireman 
both 
escaped 
injury, although they 
were probably pretty badly jarred by 
th e fall. 
“ The other case I know of is th a t of 
a train running a t a good speed w hen 
the engine ran into a large rock th at 
had fallen on the track ju st at the 
m outh of a tunnel. 
The im pact caused 
the tender to bend up from the rear end 
and form a protecting hood over tho en­ 
gineer and fireman in the locomotive 
cab, aud they w ere uninjured. Had this 
not occurred, they w ould either have 
been badly injure or had th eir lives 
crushed o u t.” 
Another passenger m an said yesterday: 
“ W hen I was a sleeping car conductor 
on the old Bee line, about 30 years ago, 
tile tfaiu was lute, and we were going 
aloug at a pretty lively gait. 
W e were 
w ithin about five m iles of Indianapolis 
w hen the engine and four cars jum ped 
the track, aud we thought there would 
he a smash up, but before the train 
oould be stopped every w heel was again 
on the rails w ithout the least damage 
being done to any p art of toe train or 
any of the passengers, barring the frig h t 
w e all h ad .” —C incinnati Enquirer.
